While the LHS basketball team did not defend its crown as Middlesex League Champions, they compiled an impressive 
record, especially during the second half of the season. Despite losing seven seniors to graduation, the Minutemen finished 
the regular season with an 11-7 record and a state tournament berth. The state tournament berth was the 27th in 31 years for 
the Minutemen. Their two returning starters and co-captains, seniors Mehran Ahmed and Jason Hirschhorn, led the 
Minutemen. Ahmed and Hirschhorn provided much of Lexington’s scoring, often with dynamic three point shooting. 
Sophomore sensation CJ Enere directed Lexington’s offense all season as the starting point guard. He also often shut down 
the opposing team’s best offensive player with his suffocating defense. Lexington’s big man trio of juniors Keith 
Wilson and Neal Foley and senior Ernest Hughes controlled the boards and provided inside scoring all season long. Hughes 
had amemorable game early in the season at home against Watertown when he took numerous charges and hit the winning shot 
at the buzzer. The Minutemen really came together during one week in January and showed the rest of the league their 
potential with two convincing wins over previously undefeated Belmont and Woburn. The Minutemen defeated eventual 
league champion Belmont again during the second half of the season, making two of Belmont’s four loses against Lexington. 
While the Minutemen struggled during the first half of the season due to inexperience of playing with each other, their loses 
were often only by a couple points. The Minutemen didn’t quit and through hard work responded in the second half of the 
season to win 7 of their final 8 games and finish at 11-7. Much of this success was due to Lexington’s strong bench. Senior 
Aaron McCloskey spelled CJ at point guard and provided i intense defense; junior Brendon Sullivan gave the Minutemen an 
excellent passer and ball handler off the bench, while sophon ores Chris Collins and Matt Claise also contributed off the bench. 
Juniors Richie Perry, Brian Kelly and sophomores be on and Will Fliess all showed their potential that will be needed 
next year for the Minutemen to succeed.

“Built to Last” Lexington High School Yearbook, Volume #74, was printed by Herff Jones Company of Indiana, 
Inc. at their plant in Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. Eight hundred fifty copies were produced. 

Cover artwork was provided by the Handlin’s. The endsheet was designed by the yearbook editor-in-chief. 
Endsheet material consist of Fibertext Recycled Stock REO! Crystalline. The color of the endsheet is HJ 0281 Navy. 
“Built to Last” consists of 292 9”°x 12” pages printed on 100 Ib. Bordeaux glossy paper. Pages 1-16 were printed in full 
color. Pages 17-32 were printed in spot color, using Nova HJ 194 and Nova HJ 281. All senior portrait pages were printed 
in full color. All other pages were printed with black ink. 

Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA took all senior and underclass portraits, in addition to sports team and 
activities group shots. Other photographs were taken by yearbook staff members or other LHS students. PhotoQuick in 
Waltham, MA was used for emergency developing and printing. Yearbooks were originally sold for $48. The price was 
raised to $52 and finally $56 throughout the school year. 

Student Life, Seniors, Underclass, Academics, Sports, Reminicences and Index pages were produced by staff 
members on PC compatible computers using Adobe PageMaker 6.5. Headlines were made with PageMaker 6.5 or Adobe 
Photoshop. 

John Lin was the Editor-In-Chief of the yearbook, Su-Ping Yeh was the Assistant Editor-In-Chief. Karen Mechem 
is the Yearbook Advisor. John Carrier is the Herff Jones representative. Barbara Hale is the in-plant representative. Herff 
Jones has printed the Lexington High School Yearbook since 1959.
